Paragrapa Two 


(1) All children and young people born in 1937-38, 1945-46, and 1950-51 are 
obliged to receive the imumunizeticn if they Vexenot immunized against diph- 
therie during the years 1950 to i952. ee 


(2) Children end young people, whe cannut be “<mmunized without danger te their 
life and health are net obliged to receive the immunization while their particu- 
lar condition lasts. 


(3) The following are exempt fron th: immnizestion: 


&. Children and young people whe ave evidence that they have suffered 
from dightheria in the years 1750 ta 3952. ;

b. Children and young people who are affiicted with an acute infectious 
disease, or are in the stage of convalescence. 


@. Children and young people surfaring from a visinole cold (severe co °s 
and caterrh) on the day of the immunization. 


ad. Those with active tuberculosis, 
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f. Those ae heart and cireuls, tory Cefecte who exhibit: objective s:mptonn. 


&. Children and young pec ple who axe afflicted with firuncuioeis or other 
severe skin diseases (other than scabies). 


h. Those with diseace coaditions eaueed by allergy. 


(4) the phy yeieian perforuing jhe im mizations is the one who decides cases of 
exemption from the imcunization, ac’ who issues a medical certificate for the 


exemption. 
Paregraph Three 


(1) The diphtheria immunization is carried out with DIPHTHERTA ~TOXOID-ASID of the 
SERUMWERE VEB Dessau or with /IPETHERTE SCHIM'3OSTORF Dresden of the SAECHSISCEE 


SERUMWERY. in Drescen. 
{2) The re WAL be: carried out in the follow! ng doses and tine interveis: 


a, Little children (et % heir first smmunitzation) receive tue subcutaneous 
injections ef 0.5 ¢: each at an interval of four weeks. 


b. Children eecinaiae school and these Leaving school {who are being celanived) 
receive ge single beutanecus inject zon afr oO, 3 ce and 0.2 ce respectively. 


ec. If the childres weginning school and those Leaving seicol have not pet under= 
gone a diphthe: tv. immunization, they receive two subcutaneous injections of 
0.3 ce and C.2 22 respectively, at an igtevval or four veeks. 


(3) If, <n an exceptional case, a severe reection oceurs after the first injection, 
the tumunization .3 not to be repeated. :

The aix will be 
removed from the ‘'ringe-needle before - injects Lon [pressed out by opersting the — 
syringe plunger) A freshly sterilized syringe-nsedle must be used for each. child; 
it can be attac.el to the syringe with a tweezers. only thot with the hand). 


(3) The physie +18 whe are performing the inz unizations, and the assistant personnel, 
will, before et. rting the injections, clean their hands for five uinutes in warm 
Water with eouy. and brush, sad after thie will wash chen for five minutes in a evitable 
disinfectant lution. 


(4) The injec ton epot will be cleansed with cotton or artificial cotton and a 
akin disinfec.ant (eleohol or denatured elechol}. Fresh cotten vill be used for each 
indivicual inr nized, 


(5) The veeei? will be kept in a cool eo (12 poauible, at plus 4° ees) 
The vaccine, before uee, #ill be vigorously sbeken and then taken out immediately 
The content > openeé. bottles must be used up immediately.
